(1)  Long-term  debt  at  June  30, 1970  and  1969  consisted  of  the  following:  1970 

(a)  First  Mortgage  5%  Installment  Notes,  $66,667  payable  quarterly  through  March  1, 1981. 

(Secured  by  a first  mortgage  on  all  the  plant  assets  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  exception 

of  assets  securing  debt  listed  below  and  certain  parking  lots) $2,866,667 

(b)  3Ve  % Apartment  Bonds,  Series  1 960,  dated  August  1 , 1 960.  Annual  principal  and 
interest  requirements  approximate  $50,000  to  August  1,  2000.  (Secured  by  a first 
mortgage  on  the  housing  facility  and  a pledge  of  the  revenues  derived  from  the 

operation  thereof) 895,000 

(c)  Collateral  Trust  Serial  Bonds,  Series  A,  dated  February  1,  1964,  payable  in  semiannual 
installments  to  February  1,  1984,  when  the  remaining  $928,000  principal  balance  will 
become  payable.  Interest  varies  from  4%%  to  5%  % over  the  term  of  the  issue. 

(Secured  by  a first  mortgage  on  the  professional  building  and  garage) 2,186,000 

(d)  Real  estate  advance  from  Endowment  Funds,  4% , payable  in  equal  monthly 

installments  to  August  31,  1996 612,551

(2)  The  Hospital  has  self-administered  pension  plans  covering  substantially  all  of  its 
employees.  The  pension  expense  was  $579,000  in  1970  and  $504,000  in  1969  and  included 
amortization  of  past-service  cost  over  a 30-year  period. 

(3)  Plant  assets  are  depreciated  under  the  double  declining-balance  method  over  their 
estimated  useful  lives. 

(4)  During  October,  1969,  the  Hospital  merged  with  the  Rush  Medical  College  and  accordingly 
the  net  assets  of  Rush  Medical  College  were  combined  with  those  of  the  Hospital  as  of 
that  date.  In  connection  with  the  merger,  the  name  of  the  Hospital  was  changed  to 
Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical  Center.  The  Hospital  is  planning  to  reactivate  the 
medical  school  with  the  first  class  beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1971. 

(5)  During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1970,  the  Professional  Building  Corporation,  a 
wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  the  Hospital,  transferred  its  building,  equipment  and  certain 
other  assets  to  the  Hospital  in  cancellation  of  its  indebtedness  to  the  Hospital. 


AUDITOR’S  OPINION 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical  Center: 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  RUSH-PRESBYTERIAN- 
ST.  LUKE’S  MEDICAL  CENTER  (an  Illinois  corporation,  not  for  prof- 
it) as  of  June  30,  1970,  and  the  related  statements  of  revenue  and 
expense  and  changes  in  fund  balances  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  audit- 
ing standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  nec- 
essary in  the  circumstances.  We  have  previously  examined  and  re- 
ported on  the  financial  statements  for  the  preceding  year.

then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  prin- 
ciples applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.
